Sixteen 
years hence it hopes sim ilarly to be 
rid of all com m ercial restrictions. The 
burdens of th e interval are n o t felt 
to be too heavy a price to pay for u lti­ 
m ate freedom. 
Chinese and Japanese fleets continue 
to play the gam e of hide and seek a t 
th e m outh of the Gulf of Pechili, w hile 
th e ships of th e “M iddle Kingdom ’’ 
conceal them selves so effectually th a t 
foreigners in th e open ports can not 
speculate as to th e ir position.
